Responsive to the Election/Restrictions requirement mailed June 18, 2004, 
Applicant hereby elects for prosecution claims directed to the claimed invention protease 
being added to the fermentable material before fermentation without traverse. Applicant 
submits that claims 1 and 3-35 read on the elected species. Applicant submits claims 1, 4- 
9, 11, 15, 16, 21 and 24-32 are generic claims, and claims 3, 10, 12-14, 17-20, 22, 23 and 
33-35 are directed on the invention of protease being added to the fermentable material 
before fermentation without traverse. 
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
